Talmadge Says Martial 
Law In Effect Where 
Troops Are on Duty; 
Civil Courts Are Not 
Suspended In Order. 


SITUATION BETTER, 
SAYS T. M. FORBES 


With Guards In Control, 
Mills at Many Points 
Open Without Rioting; 
Talmadge Asks Peace. 


Armed under martial law, the na- 
tional guard took over the preserva- 
tion of order in the textile strike re- 
gions of Georgia Monday and an in- 
ternment camp was hastily erected 
at Fort McPherson to receive 128 
members of a “flying squadron” at 
Newnan who tried to keep workers 
from returning to mills reopening in 
the face of the national textile strike. 

Governor Eugene Talmadge explain- 
ed that ‘the martial law is in force 
in all areas where national guard com- 
panies are on duty and that military 
courts are provided for prisoners ar- 
rested by the guard. The civil courts 
and the writ of habeas corpus are 
not suspended unless done so by mili- 
tary authorities at the scene. 

The proclamation of martial law 
said that it was in effect in all sec- 
tions of the state where rebellion or 
violence or insurrection is going on 
that the local authorities are unable 
to Handle.“ 

Using their own method of attack, 
Adjutant. Beneral Lindley W. Camp 
met a flying squadron” of pickets 
near Newnan, Gag. with a military 
“flying squadron” éomp of eight 
automobiles, each @ontaining heavily 
armed guardsmen. Wholesale arrests 


followed and the internment camp or- 


dered. 

Commenting on General Camp’s suc- 
cessful offensive, Governor Talmadge 
said: “Lindley Camp has caught the 
‘flying squadron’ and is on his way 
to Atlanta with it.” 

Humane Treatment Promised. 

The military prisoners will be treat- 
ed in a humane manner, the governor 
said Monday night. 

The state troops are being station- 
ed at mills to protect lives. That 
means they are there to protect both 
the strikers and those who want to 
work. Arrest of the 138 strikers at 
Newnan today was as much for their 
own protection as for the protection 
of the hundreds who wanted to go 
back into the mills to work. Natural- 
ly, they'll be given every advantage of 
good, wholesome food, sanitation, and 
comfortable — accommodations 
while they are military prisoners at 
Fort McPherson,” the governor said. 

Among the prisoners arrested by 
the military were 16 women. They 
were brought to Atlanta in large state 
highway trucks. 

Of the pickets arrested, military 
authorities released 50 at Newnan, 
turning the remaining 128 over to of- 
ficers at the Fort McPherson inter- 
ment camp. Fourteen negroes ar- 
rested at Newnan were released, 

Forbes Sees Improvement. 

As the national guard acted to back 
up Governor Talmadge’s recent state- 
ment that “the right of every man 
in Georgia to work will be protected,” 
some 25 mills reopened throughout 
the state, 15,000 workers returning to 
their jobs, according to T. M. Forbes, 
secretary of the Cotton Manufactur- 
ers’ Association of Georgia, who issued 
the following statement:

With Asiatic barbarism, of course, 
Russia is meant. Barbarous or not— 
the question is not under considera- 
tion just now—foreign observers have 
frequently remarked that the Poles do 
not differ a great deal from the Rus- 
sians.

Yumuri, then in command of Warms, 
complained: to the steamboat. inspec- 
tion service in April, 1926, that the 
mastér did not hold fire or boat drills, 
as required by law, between February 
26 and March 26. Regulations re- 
quire such drills once a week. 

The report of the Yumuri investiga- 
tion was made by two inspectors of the 
service, G. T. Charlton and J. H.

“The board finds that the master's 
own statement shows that, although 
there was some boisterous weather on 
the voyage, he did not take advantage 
of favorable occasions when drills 
should and could have been held.

One of the special guards, 
in charge of the main station at one 
of the mill entrances, talked of his 
last experience as a guard which he 
said occurred at Hopewell, Va, 

“Up at Hopewell, Va., a couple of 
weeks ago,” he said, “we guards sat 
down and played bridge with some of 
the pickets in front of the mill gates.” 
When someone expressed surprise he 
remarked that the pickets there didn’t 
make any trouble. 

Another guard, described by the 
“specials” as “their gunsmith,” took 
out a .38 automatic and explained 
its workings to a visitor who asked 
how it functioned. 

_One of the special guards said they 
did special duty at strikes but none 
would tell from what towns they 
came. 

Negro workers who live on the edge 
of the mill village were brought into 
the Osprey Mill, located a quarter of 
a mile from the Porterdale plant, in 
a truck preceded and followed by 
armed guards, 

The 10 or more negroes huddled 
in the corner of the truck under the 
shadow of the driver’s seat,

SITUATION THREATENING 
IN NEW ENGLAND AREA 


BOSTON, Sept. 17.—(#)—The tex- 
tile situation, temporarily quieter in 
last week's storm center, Khode Is- 
land, grew more threatening today in 
two other New England states, Maine 
and Connecticut. 

In Maine, the ranks of textile 
strikers swelled substantially as from 
10 to 25 per cent of the workers in 
Saco and Biddeford, together one of 
the largest textile centers in the 
state, walked. out from the plants of 
the Pepperell and York Manufactur- 
ing companies, which normally em- 
ploy an aggregate of 4,500 ‘operatives.

sive test of the 1934 series, with the 
British lion roaring full-throated de- 
fiance to American sea supremacy for 
the first time since 1920. 


Atfer chasing the Rainbow over the 
outgoing half of the 30-mile windward- 
leeward course through heavy seas and 
rain squalls, Endeavour overtook the 
defender at the very outset of the run 
home, with a fairly startling burst 
of speed under the impetus of a 
unique ventilated or “Annie Oakley” 
spinnaker, For the first time since 
the start. Sopwith looked Vanderbilt 
squarely in the eye, then forged quick- 
ly into the lead and left the defend- 
ing sloop struggling a desperate but 
decisively beaten boat, over the clos- 
ing 15 miles. 

Endeavour’s margin of victory at the 
finish was nearly a half mile, exactly 
two minutes and nine seconds on time, 
as the challenger came from behind to 
capitalize her swiftness before a wind 
that shifted from a brisk 14 knots to 
about 10 at the finish. 

The winner's elapsed time of 3 


hours, 43 minutes, 44 seconds, was ap- 
proximately 19 minutes short of the 
America's cup record for a similar 
course, despite the fact both boats 
surpassed the former mark for a 15 
mile windward leg, with a stiffer 
breeze blowing. Rainbow's time was 
3:45:83. 

Rainbow, with an elapsed time of 
2 :04 :25 for the first half, where she 
turned the mark with an 18-second 
advantage, bettered the former Ameri- 
ca’s cup record of 2:06:40, set by the 
American yacht Vigilant in the third 
race of the 1893 series against Valky- 
rie II. Endeavour also was under this 


record. 8 

At the long, blue prow of the British 
sloop came plunging triumphantly 
through the heavy seas, an acclaimigg 
chorus of shrieking whistles and sirens 
signalized a highly exciting, dramatic 
switch of Endeavour from the position

IN GREAT FIGHT 
Split Decision of Two 
Judges, Referee Re- 

moves Ross’ Crown. 


By Edward J. Neil. 


Associated Press Sports Writer. 

MADISON UARE GARDEN 
BOWL, NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—( 
Jimmy MeLarnin, greatest Irish war- 
rior of his day, climbed back on his 
welterweight throne tonight, battering 
back the savage -gamness little 
Barney Ross, his one-time conqueror, 
in 15 firce, thundering rounds. 


He came back as be left the throne 
room three months ago—by a split 
decision of two Judges and a referee 
but he came back amid a storm of 
boos of protest that flooded down on 
the ring like the rain that forced four 
postponements of the battle over the 
past 11 days. 

It seemed to a majority of the ex- 
perts around the ringside, and cer- 
tainly to the secant crowd of about 
25,000 sitting under a dark and fore- 
boding but rainless sky, that little 
Barney, first man ever to hold both 
the lightweight and welterweight ti- 
tles, had at least earned a draw in 
the dazzling duel that shifted first 
in one direction, then in the other, 
then back and forth again through 
the entire 15 blistering rounds. 

BOTH BATTERED. 

There were no knockdowns, though 
McLarnin, his left eye completely 
closed, his nose trickling blood, his 
lips split, slipped twice in the fif- 
teenth from sheer weariness, though 
he never went all the way down either 
time. Ross, taking more of the Irish- 
man’s right-hand smashes than any 
other warrior ever did and survived, 
was equally battered, with his own 
left eye half closed, his right cut and 
his lips as badly cut as were Me- 
Larnin's. 

At the close, as they hung on each 
other, punch sodden and all but help- 
less, Tommy Shortell, one of the 
judges, cast his vote for MeLarnin; 
Charlie Lynch, the other judge, bal- 
loted for Ross, leaving the issue -up 
to Arthur Donovan, the referee. Three 
months ago, at the close of their first 
match, two other judges had forced a 


similar decision upon Eddie Forbes, 


another réferee. 

But as Forbes broke the deadlock 
in Ross’ favor, so did Donovan to- 
night swing the issue the other way 
with a vote for the Irishman that 
continued the amazing string of fail- 
ures of welterweight champions to 
win a first title defense, now stand- 
ing at 11 straight. No welterweight 
champion from the time of Pete Dat- 
20 has been able to ward off his 
first challenger. 

CLOSE BATTLE. 

The battle was so close that Shor- 
tell gave MeLarnin six tounds, Ross 
five and called four even; Lynch gave 

oss seven, McLarnin six, and called 
two even. Donovan alone saw a real- 
ly decisive margin either way.

The Associated Press scorecard 
made it equally close but returned 
the same vote as Lynch for Ross 
seven for the defending chanipion, six 
McLarnin, and two even. Of 13 crit- 
ics around the ringside, 10 had Ross 
winning by margins of from one to 
four rounds, while only three agreed 
with Donovan that McLarnin had 
won. 

Rarely has a major battle been so 
desperately fought, yet so close, 80 
shifting in the tides of favor, so even 
in the punishment that both took 
wholesale and unflinching. Only once 
did the low blow menace that cost 
McLarnin half a dozen rounds in 
the first duel in May pop up, and 
again it took one round from his 
count, the fifth, when a left hook 
smashéd inte low territory. 

Absolutely disdainful of McLarnin’s 
furious right-hand smash, the punch 
that has been flattening the best fight- 
ers in every class from bantamweights 
through welters, over the past 14 
years, Ross made it the slugging fight 
he had promised. , 

McLARNIN SKILLFUL. 
He was fighting a different McLar- 
nin tonight from the slow, ring-rusty 
warrior he beat in May, a McLarnin 
this time with all his old speed and 
accuracy and beautiful boting skill. 
Yet round after round he stood with 
him and swapped right-hand punches, 
swaying at times himself, then com- 
ing back with flashing smashes that 
buckled the Irishman’s knees and 
made him hold. 

Away to a fine start, boxing pret- 
tily behind a long left jab, feinting, 
blocking, MeLarnin earily took the 
first and third rounds, and in the 
third started a lump rising under 
Ross’ left eye. More rights split 
Ross’ lips in the fourth, and the 
challenger seemed on the way to an 
easy victory. 

But the beady-eyed Chicago kid, 
stoical under punishment, powered 
something that swept h throug 
MeLarnin's heaviest smashes, despite 
the six-pound weight advantage in the 
Irishman's favor, hadn’t really start- 
ed to fight.

Little, although given little serious 
opposition at the outset, at all times 
demonstrated he had the shots to 
beat anyone he was drawn against. 
Applying only as much pressure as he 
needed, he “rated” his pace so well 
that he produced his greatest golf in 
the final test.

Roosevelt’s Program Is Praised 
In Grace’s Talk to Men of Justice 


The athalgamation of the people of 
the United States into a compact 
body behind the New Deal is neces- 
sary for the salyation of the coun- 
try, William C. Grace, executive di- 
rector of Americans. Inc., of Wash- 
ington, declared before more than 100 
members of the Men of Justice at a 
meeting at the Henry Grady hotel 
Mbnday night. 

Speaking on the Roosevelt admin- 
istration, Mr. Grace said that his 
organization was strictly behind the 
president in all his actions, and point- 
ed out that they are sound in prin- 
ciple and for the good of the Ameri- 
cans. 

He was introduced by R. D. Me- 
Dowell, secretary of Men of Justice. 
Judge Virlyn B. Moore presided at 


the meeting in the absence of Al Mar- 
tin, who was unable to attend be- 
cause of illness. 

“National co-operation,” Mr. Grace 
stated, “is essential to the continua- 
tion of national recovery. The aver- 
age American needs much explaining 
as to just what the principles of the 
NRA are. and that’s what our of- 
ganization is doing. The president 
needs opinions, constructive opinions, 
to guide the ship of state and we 
owe it to him to give them and he 
owes us this right.”

Speaking 
further of President Roosevelt he de- 
clared that the president took:a bank- 
rupt nation in a bankrupt world “and 
he is leading us through to the light.”
